1. Two new bridges were opened to traffic in June 1950. They were ordered 
built by the Soviets, despite protests by the Governnent of Land Saxony~ 
Anhalt. There is no civilian need for these bridges, 


2. One is highway bridge across the Havel River between Premita (:: 53/2 14) 
and ‘lew (7 53/2 1h) on a category ‘<I road, avout 9 km south of Rathenow. 
A hand-opera ted ferry was fornerly used at tnis point. The bridge, a 
steel and wood structure with a loai capacity of 60 tons, is 60 meters 
wide, 70 meters long, and has one span of 20 meters to allow a river craft 
to pass through, The length of the other span is unknown, 


3, 4 highway bridge near Strohdehne (! 53/Z 07), avout 10 kn southeast of 
davelberg (i 53/y 97). The bridce establishes a comection between two 
category II roads. . Previously a hand-operated ferry was also used at this 
point. The wridge is a steel ari woed structure with a load capacity of 
50 tons, is 6 meters wide, 120 .sters long and has one spm of 20 xeters 
which opens for beats. The brie is anproached from both sides by
